"Child labor should be 
prohibited 


throughout the nation. 
At least a 


model child labor bill should be pass- 
ed for the District of Columbia. It is 
unfortunate that in the 
one place 


solely dependent upon congress for its 
legislation there should oe no law 
whatever to protect children by for- 


from wood pulp, wh en they oome from 
any country that does not put an 
export duty upon t lem. 


"A provision should be made for a 


permanent 
waterways 
commission 


.with whatever power is required to 
make it effective. I shall be obliged 
hereafter, in accordance with the pol- 
icy stated in a recent message, to veto 
any water power bill which does not 
provide for a time limit and for the 
rlglit of the president or of the sec- 
retary concerned to fix and collect 
such a charge as he may find to be 
just" and reasonable in such case.

recognized. Nothing should be done 
to leagalize either a black list or a 
boycott that would be illegal at com% 
mon law; this being the type of boy- 
cott designated and condemned by 
the anthracite strike commission." 


Senator Stewart sfcid there were 


other towns which might make simi- 
lar offers, but admitted when asked 
[that under his oath, A member of the 
'legislature could hardly vote for a
